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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8 and 10 are pending in this application for US patent. 

Applicant's arguments presented in traversal of the previous rejection instituted 
under 35 USC 103(a) were fully considered and found persuasive. Applicant argues 
that Shimono discloses the galactopyranosyl rather than the glucopyranosyl compound. 
Applicant's argument is persuasive and hence, the previous rejection instituted under 35 
USC 103(a) is hereby removed. The composition as claimed appears to be novel and 
unobvious over the prior art and is thus allowed. 

Claims 1-8 are allowable per the Examiner's Amendment which follows. The 
restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 01/07/2009 has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. ClaimlO directed to a 
method for using the composition of claim 1 is no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim.
